Cnlike most farcical comedies, Mrs, 
Temple's Telegram has an ingeniously 
complicated, plot'. It is rapid in action, 
abounds in humor and maintains a 
keen dramatic 'interest to the very end. 
The parts are all good acting parts and 
"well diversified.

ROSES FOR OUTDOOR PLANTING 



Cultural Notes 

The cultivation of Hybrid Tea Roses 
is as follows: 

The Soil. The soil which best suits 
the Rose is a deep, unctuous loam, with 
free drainage, as Roses do not thrive 
where there Ls stagnant moisture. If 
these conditions are not to be had nat- 
urally, they must, as far as possible, 'be 
provided. In the first place, if drain- 
age is bad, the soil must be thrown out 
to a depth of 18 inches, and, if it is 
not convenient to use tiles, about 5 oif 
fi inches of broken bricks or other, 
rough material should be thrown in the 
bottom, and a layeT of turf laid on tapj 
grassy side down. On the top of the 
turf should be placed a layer of well- 
decayed farm-yard manure, then a light 
layer of soil, and another layer of 
manure, on top of which should be 
placed the remainder of the soil, to 
which, if light and sandy, should be 
added a liberal supply of well-chopped- 
up turf, raising the whole of the bed 
to a height of about 12 iuehes ahove 
the original level of the soil. In -case 
of heavy land, a layer of lime rubble 
should be added, as this will help to 
sweeten the soil. 

Planting should he deferred until the 
.soil is in proper condition to receive 
the plants, as it is a great mistake to 
plant in wet soil. Teas and Hybrid 
Te<is should be planted about IS inches 
apart, and the Hybrid Perpetuals 2 feet 
apart, keeping all manure away from 
direct contact with the roots when 
planting. Firm the soil well around the 
plnnts and give a thorough watering. I 
Pruning. All the short, prematurely 
ripened wood aad all small shoots 
should be cut clean away, leaving just 
the strongest shoots, from 4 to <> inches 
long. Pruning should be done immedi 
nU'ly after the plants are set out. if it 
lias riot been previously done. This 
Pillar and Climbing Roses 



close pruning does not apply to the 
Hardy Climbers or Ramblers; these 
should be shortened back if they have 
grown beyond their allbttod S|mce and 
thin out the very small shoots. 

Protection. Before the ground freezes 
solid the soil should he pulled up around 
the base of the plnnts, 7 or 8 inches, 
and the surface of the bed afterward 
well covered with dried leaves or corn- 
stalks. When so protected, even the 
most tender varieties of Hybrid Tea 
Hoses are entirely hardy as far north 
as Winnipeg. 

Insects. Caterpillars and Rose Grubs 
are the worst pests that attack roses, 
and these should be destroyed by hand 
picking when they first appear. Green 
flies are also troublesome in most sec- 
tions, but if the plants are syringed 
carefully with a solution of soft soap in 
the proportion of one pound to six gab 
Ions of water with some tobacco dust 
added to the same it will be found ef- 
fective. 

Mildew. This will appear on rose 
plants in the early autumn or during 
the eummer if the weather is very, very 
wet. The best preventative is Sulphide 
of Potassium used in the proportion of 
one-quarter ounce to a gallon of water 
and sprayed on the foliage once a week, 
when the mildew first makes its appear- 
ance.
